In these circumstances the announcement in yester- 
day’s Allied communiqué that “in several areas 
advances of many miles were made in difficult 
country ” represents a spectacular achievement.

Until that date. in fact, when 
the Allies will be mounting—or 
thinking about mounting—the 
Big Offensive! 

You can't solve problems lke 
this if vou suffer from myopic

You can solve them with common 
sense and with full consideration >t 
the claims of the trawlermen which 
doesn't seem to be bureaucracy’s

Or 
is it? You tell me!

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Save points- 
grow Haricot Beans 


Dried Beans are a valuable winter 
vegetable. They are easy to grow and, 
with ordinary care, yield a good crop 
You can store the dried seeds of 
French or Dwarf Beans if you wish, 
but Dutch Brown and Comtesse de 
Chambord are special varieties of 
Haricot Beans for drying and give a 
better crop. Their pods are not 
suitable for cating green. Sow seeds 
now of whichever type you choose — 
Haricot or Dwarf French — in drills 
4 inches deep and 2 foot 6 inches 
apart, made with corner of hoe. Space 
seeds 9 inches apart. Halfapint will 
sow at least 50 feet. 


THINNING SEEDLINGS 
Onion, Lettuce and Spinach will 
need thinning this month. Thin 
twice at four or five-week intervals. 
The first time, thin to Aalf the final 
distance between plants, and at 
second thinning pull out alternate 
plants. Where Beet and Parsnip 
were sown in groups, thin to leave 
only the strongest plant in cach 
group. In dry weather water rows 
an hour or two before thinning and 
again afterwards. Press remaining 
plants firmly back into soil.
